In 
many cases booksellers depend on the Publishers’ Week¬ 
ly solely for their information. The Record of New 
Publications of the Publishers’Weekly is the material 
of the “American Catalogue” and so forms the basis 
of trade bibliography in the United States.

TO END THE “ RETURN SYSTEM.” 

A year ago, when the abuse of the return 
privilege by unprincipled newsdealers was 
ventilated and cbndemned at the annual meet¬ 
ing of the Newsdealers’ Association, a num¬ 
ber of propositions were made to correct 
the abuse, not one of which went to the root 
of the evil, for the reason that the reform 
measures allowed the return system to re¬ 
main in force. Certain newspaper publishers 
thereupon, in self-defense, adopted more or 
less effective measures to prevent dishonest 
practices; but on the whole the returns 
proved as serious a menace as ever to the 
profits of the newspaper business. 

So long as paper and the other materials 
used in manufacturing newspapers were to 
be obtained cheaply the return system was 
endured as a necessary evil. With the sud¬ 
den rise in the price of paper, however, the 
proportion of loss represented by the enor¬ 
mous number of unsold or returned copies 
became so serious that the New York news¬ 
paper publishers determined to seek relief in 
abolishing the return system altogether for 
the week day papers at least. 

After mature deliberation all the members 
of the New York Publishers’ Association, 
with the exception of the Journal, the Herald, 
and the Tribune, decided to cut off returns of 
daily papers from newsdealers, and to limit 
the return of the Sunday papers to ten per 
cent. The rule went into force a little over 
a week ago. and the result has been quite sat¬ 
isfactory. 

It was feared by some that the cutting off 


of returns would have a depressing effect 
upon circulations; but such fears seem to 
have been unfounded. The proportion of the 
returns of the popular one-cent morning 
papers previous to the adoption of the new 
plan, according to The Fourth Estate, had 
been from seven to ten per cent. Since the 
new rule went into effect there has been, ac¬ 
cording to the same authority, a net gain in 
sales of from three to four per cent., and a 
loss of from four to five per cent, in the num¬ 
ber of copies put out. Therefore, while in 
general circulations have shown a slight fall¬ 
ing off, the cash returns have been larger. 

The chief result aimed at in cutting off the 
returns is, of course, to reduce the outlay for 
white paper. Somebody with a statistical 
turn of mind has estimated that the amount 
of newspaper saved by all the New York 
dailies will be something like one hundred 
tons a week. Assuming that the price of 
paper is two cents a pound, the total cost of 
the hundred tons would be $4000. If these 
hundred tons were in the form of return 
paper they would bring 80 cents a hundred 
pounds, or $1600 in all, leaving a difference 
of $2400 a week as the cost of maintaining 
the return privilege. As a matter of fact, 
closer figuring would probably reduce these 
amounts considerably, but the result would 
nevertheless show a loss. 

It is gratifying to learn that the newsdeal¬ 
ers have co-operated heartily with the pub¬ 
lishers in putting the new rule into practice. 
In fact, we believe that this sale-right-out 
system would be welcomed by the large ma¬ 
jority of newsagents, for periodical literature 
as well as for newspapers, if they might buy 
at a cheaper rate, and thereby be enabled to 
earn a larger profit and have more margin 
for speculation. Furthermore, a canvass of 
the trade would undoubtedly bring out the 
fact that the return system is considered as 
much of a nuisance to the dealer as it has 
proven unprofitable to the publisher.

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EARLY AMERICAN IMPRINTS * 

By W. J. James, Librarian of Wesleyan Uni¬ 
versity, Middletown, Ct. 

The subject I have chosen to present to you 
to-day is a very small subdivision of a large 
subject, bibliography, and I shall endeavor to 
show you what progress has been made dur¬ 
ing the past quarter of a century in the limited 
subject I have selected, and also the extent 
of our knowledge in some detail. I shall also 
point out some of the directions in which 
further investigation is especially needed. 

I shall confine my attention to publications 
issued prior to 1801 in what is now the United 
States, newspapers and magazines being ex¬ 
cluded from consideration. I shall frequently 
speak of these publications, (books, pamphlets, 
and broadsides), as imprints. These publica¬ 
tions are worthy of our study not merely as 
bibliographical rarities, which indeed many of 
them are, but also because of their importance 
to the historian and student of manners and 
customs. The deep interest manifested at 
present in historical studies in this country 
and the growing tendency to send students to 
the sources for information increase the ob¬ 
ligation upon librarians to find out what ma¬ 
terial they have in their charge and to put 
their knowledge in such shape that it may be 
available for students. 

In studying this subject I have found it 
necessary to make two main divisions, one 
covering the period from 1639, the date of the 
introduction of printing into the English col¬ 
onies, to the end of the 17th century, the other 
covering the 18th century. This second period 
is again divided into two parts, one from 1701 
to 1775, inclusive, the other from 1776 to 1800, 
inclusive. 

In dealing with the first period, 1639-1700, 
our principal source of information was, until 
recently, the valuable list of pre-revolutionary 
publications prepared by Samuel F. Haven, 
Jr., M.D., and published in the 2d edition of 
Thomas’ History of Printing in America, vol. 
II., Albany, 1874. 

Since the publication of Dr. Haven’s list 
considerable additions have been made to our 
knowledge, and I have endeavored to use such 
of these new sources as I could get access to. 
Through the kindness of Mr. Barton and Mr. 
Paine I was allowed to make use of the notes 
made by Dr. J. Hammond Trumbull in a copy 
of Dr. Haven’s list. This copy was left by 
Dr. Trumbull to the American Antiquarian 
Society of Worcester. In addition I have used 
Dr. Green’s “ List of early American imprints 
belonging to the library of the Massachusetts 
Historical Society,” with its two supplements; 
Nathaniel Paine’s “ List of early American 
imprints, 1640-1700, belonging to the library 
of the American Antiquarian Society; ” 
Charles R. Hildeburn’s “ Century of Printing: 
The Issues of the Press in Pennsylvania, 1685- 
1784; ” Wilberforce Eames’ “ Early New Eng¬ 
land Catechisms ” and “ Bibliographic Notes 
on Eliot’s Indian Bible and on his other trans¬ 
lations and works in the Indian language of 
Massachusetts; ” Rev. W. DeLoss Love’s 
“ Fast and Thanksgiving Days of New Eng¬ 
land ; ” and the Catalogue of the Brinley 
Library.

From 1639 t0 l 7 °° Dr - Haven listed 648 
imprints. I have gone through Dr. Havens 
list very carefully, striking out some titles be¬ 
cause there was strong evidence that they did 
not belong there and others because they were 
parts of works already entered. On the other 
hand many additions have been made from the 
sources mentioned above. JThe result of these 
eliminations and additions is a total of 831 
titles, a net increase of 183 titles. Of these 
831 publications I can give the location of one 
or more copies in the case of 577, and of the 
remainder 49 were disposed of in the Brinley 
sale. In locating copies of these 17th century 
imprints I have depended upon the lists pre¬ 
pared by Dr. Green and Mr. Paine, and upon 
visits to the libraries in Hartford. I have no 
doubt that a little co-operative work would 
locate copies of a very large portion of the 254 
imprints for which I have as yet no copies lo¬ 
cated. 

With the exception of two or three publica¬ 
tions in Maryland and Virginia the printing 
of the 17th century was done in Massachu¬ 
setts, New York, and Pennsylvania. We 
cannot hope for many additions to the elab¬ 
orate list of Pennsylvania imprints given by 
Hildeburn. For Massachusetts we have no 
complete list, but the collections of the Ameri¬ 
can Antiquarian Society and of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Historical Society are so rich in 
Massachusetts imprints that we cannot expect 
many additions to the nunlber given by 
Messrs. Green and Paine. Hildeburn’s 
Sketches of Printers and Printing in Col¬ 
onial N. Y. I have not seen. 

I believe, therefore, that we are nearly ready 
for the publication of a list of the known 17th 
century American imprints. What form 
should that list take, and how large a book 
would it make? There is need of agreement 
among bibliographers as to certain points of 
notation. For example, there is at present no 
uniformity as to the method of indicating un¬ 
numbered pages, blank pages, etc. Uniformi¬ 
ty should be reached in such matters, if it is 
possible. But to return to more important 
questions—Titles should be given in full and 
lined off, and should be followed by full col¬ 
lations and by notes wherever necessary. As 
many copies as possible should be located, 
preferably in libraries open to the public, in 
order that the list might be of the greatest 
service to scholars. Where copies are im¬ 
perfect that fact should be noted. The ar¬ 
rangement should be chronological, but there 
should also be a list of shortened titles ar¬ 
ranged alphabetically by authors with date of 
publication added. A valuable addition would 
be a list of publishers with the years during 
which they printed. 

Assuming that we can agree upon these 
points let me take Dr. Green’s list as a model 
and make some calculations as to the size of 
such a list. Dr. Green devotes some space to 
notes referring to the particular copies owned 
by the Massachusetts Historical Society. Af¬ 
ter deducting the space given to these notes I 
find that in his original list Dr. Green de¬ 
scribed 304 imprints in 104 printed pages and 
that his list of shortened titles fills 7 pages 
more. If we assume that the discovery of 
additional imprints is not likely to increase 
the number of known imprints much beyond 
900, you will see that we can describe as fully

as may be necessary these 900 imprints in 300 
pages, and that the list of shortened titles will 
fill 20 pages more. If we should use the same 
sized type and page that Dr. Green does, we 
should need a book of about 350 pages. Such 
a list would be of great value in many ways. 
I shall leave to others, however, the discus¬ 
sion as to the need of such a list and the ques¬ 
tion as to the method of production. 

For the purpose of comparison I will make 
a similar calculation with Dr. Haven’s list of 
17th century imprints as a basis. Dr. Haven 
describes 648 imprints in 39 pages. A cor¬ 
rected edition of his list, describing 900 im¬ 
prints with abbreviated titles and location of 
copies would not take more than 60 pages. 
An author and title list would add 20 pages. 
Such a list would be useful, but it would not 
be nearly as valuable as the fuller one pre¬ 
viously advocated. It may be of interest to 
add that I have collected from the sources I 
have consulted and from inspection of the 
books themselves nearly 400 corrections, main¬ 
ly in pagination, to Dr. Haven’s list of 17th 
century imprints. 

When we take up the 18th century imprints 
we find that on account of the number of 
works involved such elaborate treatment is 
out of the question. It will be convenient, as 
I have said before, to divide the century into 
two periods, one from 1701 to 1775, the other 
from 1776 to 1800, inclusive. For the former 
period we have Dr. Flaven’s valuable list as 
a basis. For the latter period we have no 
general guide at all. 

For the eighteenth century I have consulted, 
in addition to Dr. Haven’s list, the following 
works: 

Charles R. Hildeburn’s “ Century of print¬ 
ing: The Issues of the Press in Pennsylvania, 
1685-1784.” 

Wilberforce Eames’ “ Early New England 
Catechisms.” 

Paul Leicester Ford’s “ Bibliography and 
reference list of the history and literature re¬ 
lating to the adoption of the Constitution of 
the United States, 1787-8.” 

Paul Leicester Ford’s “ The New England 
Primer, a history of its origin and develop¬ 
ment.” 

Charles L. Nichols’ “ Bibliography of Wor¬ 
cester.” 

M. D. Gilman’s “ Bibliography of Vermont.” 

Jas. F. Hunnewell’s “ Bibliography of 
Charlestown. Mass., and Bunker Hill.” 

Oswald Seidensticker’s “ First century of 
German printing in America, 1728-1830.” 

William Nelson’s “ Check-list of t the issues 
of the press of New Jersey, 1723, 1728, 1754- 
1800.” 

Charles E. Hammett’s “ Contribution to the 
bibliography and literature of Newport, R. I. 

Rev. Joseph M. Finotti’s “ Bibliographia 
Catholica Americana, a list of books written 
by Catholic authors and published in the 
United States, part I., 1784-1820.” 

Dr. Stephen B. Weeks’ “ Press of North 
Carolina in the 18th century.” 

Joseph Williamson’s “ Bibliography of the 
State of Maine.” 

I have not found time to examine a number 
of other bibliographies, including some which 
I used in the preparation of the first part of 
this paper. Hence any results I may be able 
to reach will be even more fragmentary than 
the small amount of material at hand would 


necessarily make them. I have paid no atten¬ 
tion to newspapers or magazines, believing 
that these publications are better adapted to 
separate treatment such as was given them in 
both editions of Thomas’ History of Print¬ 
ing in America, and such as Mr. Nelson is 
now giving them in the Archives of the State 
of New Jersey. Dr. Haven mentions only two 
or three of the earliest in his list. 

After a comparison of these bibliographies 
with Dr. Haven’s list I have found the sub¬ 
joined list of additional publications during 
the years 1701-1775, inclusive:

For this same period Dr. Haven lists 7063 
imprints. An addition of over 2000 imprints 
is a considerable increase, but this result is 
only a partial one. Dr. Haven’s list is strong¬ 
est, naturally, in New England imprints. Had 
we lists of Massachusetts and Connecticut 
imprints we should find many additions to our 
total, but from New York we should get very 
many more, and from the states south of 
Pennsylvania a considerable number. All we 
can say is that from 1701 to 1775. inclusive, 
the total number of imprints must considera¬ 
bly exceed 10,000. 

For the period 1776-1800 we no longer have 
the valuable assistance of Dr. Haven’s list, 
and the results reached must be very fragmen¬ 
tary. We may perhaps form some estimate 
of the number of imprints Dr. Haven might 
have listed had he carried his list through the 
century. For the five years, 1771-1775, the 
average number of publications per year was 
nearly 220. This would give 5500 publica¬ 
tions during the following 25 years. Al¬ 
though the number of imprints may have 
dropped below this average during the Revo¬ 
lutionary War, there is little doubt that for 
the later years of the century this average 
must have been considerably exceeded, and 
that the total number of imprints for the 25 
years must have been considerably more than 
5500 . 

In the bibliographies I have consulted I have 
found the following numbers of imprints for 
this period:

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There can be very little duplication in these 
lists, hence it is clear 5500 must be far short 
of the real number of imprints. We have 
Maine and Vermont in full, in Massachusetts 
only Charlestown and Worcester, in Rhode 
Island only Newport, very little in New Hamp¬ 
shire, Connecticut, and New York, New Jer¬ 
sey in full, in Pennsylvania after 1784 only 
the productions of the German press, and 
south of Pennsylvania only North Carolina. 
With such scattering data at our command it 
is impossible to give any reliable’ estimate as 
to the number of publications from 1776 to 
1800 inclusive. 

In closing I will point out briefly some of 
the lines in which work is urgently needed. 
There is need of careful study of certain 
special classes of books, need of just such 
work as Mr. Eames has done in his “ Early 
New England Catechisms,” or as Mr. Ford 
has done in his “ New England Primer.” 
There is an ample field for work in a care¬ 
ful study of American almanacs of the 17th 
and 18th centuries. Another field for work 
may be found in the laws of the various 
states. We need careful lists of these laws, 
not merely of the larger collections of laws, 
but of the session acts as well. Every edition 
should be noted and wherever possible the 
location of copies should be given. In a 
larger field there is a demand for lists of all 
the publications in a given state or city dur¬ 
ing a certain period. As examples I will cite 
only four works: Hildeburn’s “ Issues of the 
Press in Pennsylvania,” Nelson’s “ Check-list 
of the Issues of the Press of New Jersey,” 
Weeks’ “ Press of North Carolina in the 
18th Century,” and Nichols’ “ Bibliography of 
Worcester.” There is a need also of such 
works as Williamson’s “Bibliography of the 
State of Maine.” I feel, however, that I have 
said enough on this point. It is evident that 
there will be ample opportunity for much in¬ 
telligent, painstaking work before the subject 
of printing in the United States in the iSth 
century can be regarded as adequately treated. 


CHANGES IN THE BOSTON BOOK 
TRADE. 

Herbert Small, of the firm of Small, 
Maynard & Co., has been obliged, owing to 
id health, to retire from active business and 
has severed his connection with the firm 
with which his name has been connected 
since its organization and incorporation 
about two years ago. He is succeeded as 
president of the corporation by Dr. Isaac 
Hall Platt, who until this time has been 
its vice-president. John Miley, a successful 
business man not heretofore connected with 
the book business, has joined the corpora¬ 
tion as vice-president and general manager. 
Laurens Maynard remains as treasurer, and 
Bliss Carman as a director. The reorgani¬ 
zation makes no difference in the name of 
the corporation, nor in the general methods 
or policy of the firm. Mr. Small is now in 
Europe, whither he went two or three 
months ago when ill health compelled him 
to withdraw from active business. His re¬ 
tirement will be greatly regretted by the 
literary circle in Boston, as well as by the 
trade in general. He had been a journalist 


before engaging in the publishing business, 
and is a young man of decided cultivation 
and of sagacity in all bookish matters. 

A new publishing firm has been organized 
by the members of Small, Maynard & Co. 
and Curtis & Cameron, to be known as 
Noyes, Platt & Co. The new firm will con¬ 
fine itself to the publishing of fine art 
works, their first book being the official il¬ 
lustrated catalogue of the fine arts exhibit 
of the United States at the Paris Exposi¬ 
tion. This catalogue will be published in 
separate French and English editions and 
will make its appearance shortly. Both the 
houses of which this new firm is made up 
will continue their separate business as 
formerly, and Laurens Maynard will act be¬ 
sides as the general manager of the new cor¬ 
poration. 


NOTES ON PRINTERS AND BOOK¬ 
SELLERS. 

Charles Geering, author of “ Notes on 
Book Plates,” etc., has published through 
Simpkin, Marshall, Hamilton, Kent & Co., of 
London, an interesting volume entitled “Notes 
on Printers and Booksellers, with a chapter 
on Chap Books.” In the first part the author 
gives a rapid survey of the beginnings of the 
art of printing with brief notices of the early 
printers and more extended ones of the 
modern printers, devoting particular attention 
to the Kelmscott Press and the work of Will¬ 
iam Morris and his associates; the Daniel 
Press, established in 1856 by the Rev. C. H. 
Daniel of Worcester College, Oxford; the 
Vale Press of Hacon & Ricketts, and the 
Chiswick Press. The second part treats quite 
fully of booksellers. Most of the biographi¬ 
cal details for this section were gathered at 
first hand. The author has purposely omitted 
treating of living London booksellers, as be¬ 
ing too large a subject to be adequately dealt 
with here. After a reference to the earliest 
booksellers of Greece and Rome, a passing 
glance is given to the progress of the trade 
in England. Coming down to more mod¬ 
ern times, occur the names of many promin¬ 
ent men, such as Thomas Guy, Edward Cave, 
who was responsible for the Gentleman’s 
Magazine on its first appearance in 1731, 
Dodsley, and Thomas Cadell, who died an 
alderman in 1802. A short historical account 
of the great publishing houses of Longmans 
and Murray, with one or two others, intro¬ 
duces the reader to the portion of the book 
dealing with the business history of some of 
the more eminent provincial booksellers, many 
of whom, have, by sheer force of brains and 
hard work, risen to their present position. 
The fact insisted on. that the true bookseller, 
the man who knows something more of the 
goods he sells than the mere externals, is 
still existent, is strongly forced upon the read¬ 
er in every case, and it is clear that in the 
opinion of all of them, a good living, at least, 
may be made by pure bookselling, provided a 
clear perception be used in selecting a suita¬ 
ble stock. The last nineteen pages of the 
book are given up to an illustrated account 
of Chap Books. The volume contains 19 
portraits and 37 facsimiles and other illus¬ 
trations. (14+119 p. 8°, bds.) 
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BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATIONS. 

BOOKSELLERS' LEAGUE. 

The May dinner of The Booksellers’ 
League given at the rooms of the Aldine 
Association on the evening of the 16th inst. 
was attended by upwards of seventy mem¬ 
bers and their friends, and proved one of 
the most enjoyable entertainments given 
this season. The president, Charles E. But¬ 
ler, in a happy speech introduced Major J. 
B. Pond, who, instead of telling of the au¬ 
thors he has met, gave a most delightful 
talk about himself—describing life in the 
early forties in the West; the struggle of 
the pioneers of anti-slavery; and the fight 
against Mormonism, which practically start¬ 
ed Major Pond on his career as the mana¬ 
ger of a lecturing bureau. Incidentally he 
gave brief sketches of some of the great 
men with whom he had come in contact— 
much of it told with a quaint, gentle humor, 
some of it shaded with pathos, even sadness. 
The speaker was encouraged again and 
again to continue and upon retiring was 
heartily applauded. George J. Bryan con¬ 
cluded the evening’s entertainment happilv 
with a talk on “ Some . Old Friends,” in 
which he traced back to their approximate 
origin two or three thousand years ago, 
the bon mots and good stories of the present 
day, proving by a number of well-chosen 
specimens, that the stories over which the 
moderns laugh are identic almost in word¬ 
ing with those told by the wits in the days 
of Moses. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Edward Ackermann, for a number of 
years connected with the booktrade in Chi¬ 
cago and New York, died April 22, on 
board the steamer Maasdam . bound for Rot¬ 
terdam, where he was buried. Ackermann 
was born in 1863, in Weinheim, near Hei¬ 
delberg, where his father is still engaged 
in the book business. Upon the conclusion 
of his apnrenticeship and wanderjahre in 
Germany and England, Ackermann. in 1887, 
came to this country and for a short time held 
a position at Zickel’s. He then went to 
Chicago, where he joined the staff of Bren- 
tano’s. He next established himself in the 
publishing business with Mr. Eyller, which 
lie conducted first under the firm name of 
Ed. Ackermann & Co., and later as Acker¬ 
mann & Eyller. In 1892, he withdrew from 
the business and for a short time again was 
at work at Brentano’s. During the Colum¬ 
bian World’s Exposition he assisted Mr. 
Baumgartel in the management of the Ger¬ 
man book exhibit. When the Exposition 
was closed Ackermann, always restless, re¬ 
turned to New York to take a position with 
Gustav Stechert. After a week or two he 
joined the staff of the Merriam Co., with 
whom he remained for about a year, when 
he went over to Brentano’s to take charge 
of their foreign department. With the Bren¬ 
tano’s he remained for several years, and 
then joined Beverley Harrison to manage a 
department of foreign books. About two 
years ago he established Book Notes for 
Siegel, Cooper & Co. which he conducted 
for about six months, when he severed his 


connection with the journal. A year ago 
he went to Akron, O., where he was en¬ 
gaged in editorial work for the Werner Co., 
with whom he remained until March last, 
when he accepted the invitation of Mr. Ter- 
quem to assist in the administration of the 
American book exhibit at the Paris Exposi¬ 
tion. He was to sail April 14 but was pre¬ 
vented by illness. Rallying a few days later, 
he decided to return to his native city in the 
hopes of fully recovering his health; but 
death overtook him before the ship reached 
land. Ackermann was a man of considera¬ 
ble ability, a well-trained bookseller, and an 
indefatigable worker, who though making 
friends easily, unfortunately did not possess 
the faculty of accommodating himself to 
the peculiarities of his employers. 

Rowland Cox, a well-known trademark 
and copyright lawyer, died on the 13th inst. 
at his home, in Plainfield, N. J. He was 
born in Philadelphia and was about fifty-five 
years old. He was graduated from Prince¬ 
ton in the class of ’64. He served in the 
Civil War in the Fifteenth Pennsylvania 
Cavalry Volunteers, and became Assistant 
Adjutant-General on the staff of Major Gen. 
McPherson. Mr. Cox was admitted to the 
bar in 1866. He devoted his attention al¬ 
most exclusively to cases of unfair competi¬ 
tion in business and infringement of trade¬ 
marks and copyrights. His arguments in 
the case of the Anhaeuser-Busch Brewing 
Association vs. Piza were indorsed twenty 
years later by the House of Lords, in Mont¬ 
gomery vs. Thompson, known as the “ Stone 
Ale House.”

parliamentary law and practice, by Joseph 
Thomas Robert, principal of the Robert 
Correspondence School of Parliamentary Law, 
Chicago, Ill. 
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Harper & Brothers have just ready a new 
and attractive edition of “ A Cumberland 
Vendetta,” by John Fox, jr., illustrated by 
Louis Loeb; “Hiwa,” a tale of ancient Ha¬ 
waii,” by Edmund P. Dole, Hiwa being the 
supposed goddess queen of Hawaii in legen¬ 
dary times: “ The Booming of Acre Hill, 
and Other Stories,” by John Kendrick Bangs; 
and “ The Conquest of Arid America,” by 
William E. Smythe, an authority upon mod¬ 
ern scientific irrigation, who describes the 
wonders accomplished in Montana, New 
Mexico, Utah, Idaho, Arizona, etc., by science 
and co-operative capital. They vvill publish 
early next month a volume of essays and short 
stories by Mark Twain, which takes its title 
from one of the longer stories—“ The Man 
that Corrupted Hadleyburg;” “Bequeathed,” 
a new novel by Beatrice Whitney; and “A 
Diplomatic Woman,” a series of adventures 
related by the heroine herself who calls her¬ 
self “ Huan Mee.” 

David McKay has just ready a prose trans 
lation of the complete works of Virgil, with 
an essay on the English translators of Virgil 
by John Conington, edited by John Addington 
Symonds; also, a new edition (the twenty- 
fifth) of Stephen Roper’s “A New Catechism 
for Steam Engineers and Electricians upon 
the Construction and Management of Steam 
Engines, Steam Boilers, and Electrical Ap¬ 
paratus, rewritten and greatly enlarged by 
Edwin R. Keller and Clayton W. Pike. The 
book is particularly adapted to the needs of 
engineers preparing to pass examinations for 
license. Mr. McKay has purchased the plates 
of Lossing’s “ Pictorial Field Book of the 
Civil War in the United States,” which has 
been out of print for a number of years. 
A new edition at a greatly reduced price will 
be issued in the fall. Mr. McKay has also 
purchased the plates of Oliver Davis’s stand¬ 
ard work on “ Taxidermy,” formerly pub¬ 
lished by the author. This will be ready in 
the fall in much improved form at $2—the 
former price being $10.

writers on the subject; (2) “Side Lights on 
English History,” dealing with such topics 
as the personality of Queen Elizabeth, the 
execution of Mary Stuart, characteristic 
traits of Cromwell, the return of Charles 11., 
the Stuarts in exile, Queen Anne and the 
Marlboroughs, etc., illustrated by extracts 
from contemporary records, and 80 portraits, 
facsimiles, caricatures, etc., edited by Ernest 
F. Henderson, author of “ The History of 
Germany in the Middle Ages,” etc.; (3) 
“ The Leading Documents of English His¬ 
tory,” the texts of the most important legal 
and constitutional documents from the ear¬ 
liest Saxon code to the last treaty between 
the British and the Boers with a full critical 
bibliography, edited by Dr. Guy Carleton 
Lee. of Johns Hopkins. 

Houghton. Mifflin & Co. will publish at 
once “ The Light of Day: religious discus¬ 
sions ‘and criticisms from the naturalist’s 


point of view,” by John Burroughs. Some 
of the chapters in this book have appeared 
in periodicals; others are now printed for 
the first time, and all may be expected to 
contain a frank and unconventional state¬ 
ment of Mr. Burroughs’s views on theolog¬ 
ical matters. Some of the contents of the 
volume are: A retrospect; From the artifi¬ 
cial to the natural; Science and theology; 
Natural versus supernatural; Faith and 
credulity; In corroboration of Prof. Huxley; 
The modern skeptic; The decadence of the¬ 
ology; Reason and predisposition; Religious 
truth; Points of view; God and nature; and 
other chapters of a similar character. They 
will publish at the same time a little book 
by Mrs. A. D. T. Whitney on “ The Integri¬ 
ty of Christian Science. The author points 
out what she regards as mistakes in the 
present teaching, and offers what seems to 
her a much needed corrective, which would 
secure to Christian science greater com¬ 
pleteness. 

The Macmillan Company have just pub¬ 
lished “ Politics and Administration, a study 
in government,” by Dr. Frank J. Goodnow, 
Professor of Administrative Law in Columbia 
University, whose purpose it is to show, par¬ 
ticularly from a consideration of political con¬ 
ditions as they now exist in the United States, 
that the formal governmental system as set 
forth in the law is not always the same as the 
actual system. The author also attempts to 
indicate what changes in the formal system 
of the United States must be made, in order 
to make the actual system conform, more 
closely than it does at present, to the political 
ideas upon which the formal system is based. 
They have also just ready a volume entitled 
“ Literary Interpretation of Life.” by W. H.

D. C. Heath & Co. are about to issue two 
little comedies : the first “ Nein,” a one-act 
play by Benedix, edited with notes, vocabu¬ 
lary, and exercises, by A. W. Spanhoofd, is 
intended for beginners : the second, Elz’s “Er 
ist nicht Eifersiichtig.” also a one-act piece 
edited with very complete vocabulary by Pro¬ 
fessor B. W. Wells, is intended for more ad¬ 
vanced students in German. They will also 
publish at once the first two volumes in a new 
series of history readers entitled, “America’s 
Story for America’s Children,” by Dr. Mara 
L. Pratt. The first book in the series is in¬ 
tended for second reader grades. Its pur¬ 
pose is to develop centers of interest and to 
present in attractive form the picturesque and 
personal interests connected with the greater 
events of our history. The work is illustrated 
in black and wlflte and color. The second 
book is devoted to the period of discovery and 
is in tended for somewhat older pupils. This 
work is also illustrated and presents many pic- 
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tures from authoritative sources hot hitherto 
found in books for children. The remaining 
three volumes in this series will follow 
shortly. They also announce “A Complete 
Trigonometry,” by Professor Webster Wells, 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 
All computation called for by the book is 
based upon the supposition that pupils will 
be provided with four-place tables. 

G. P. Putnam's Sons will publish next 
week “ Hilda Wade,” the last work of the 
late Grant Allen, which has been completed 
by his friend Dr. Conan Doyle who was 
with him while he worked upon it. Hilda 
Wade, the heroine, devotes her life to rescu¬ 
ing her father’s name from the disgrace put 
upon it by a false accusation of crime. Ear¬ 
ly in June they will bring out two stories 
by Elizabeth Knight Tompkins, entitled 
“ Talks with Barbara,” and “ Things that 
Count,” the latter in the Hudson Library. 
Late in June Duffield Osborne’s romance, 
published serially as “A Mountain Molock,” 
will be issued under the title “ The Secret 
of the Crater.” Two religious books are in 
preparation, “ The Apostle’s Creed,” by Ar¬ 
chibald Hopkins, discussions relating to the 
credibility of the creed; and “ William Wat¬ 
son Andrews,” a religious biography by his 
brother, Samuel J. Andrews, .of this well- 
known Congregational minister who. later 
became a member of the division of the 
Apostolic Church known as Irvingites. They 
will publish shortly “A New Study of the 
Sonnets of Shakespeare,” by Parke Godwin. 
The author claims not only to interpet words 
and phrases but to throw the whole collection 
of sonnets into a coherent tale. The volume 
will also contain a facsimile reprint of the 
earliest known edition of the sonnets. They 
have in preparation the first volume of a 
work on “ Scotch-Irish Families in Ameri¬ 
ca,” by Charles A. Hanna, which will trace 
the history of the families in the north of 
Ireland, tlieir journeyings to America and 
their careers here down to the Revolution. 
A second volume will deal with the subject 
from the Revolution to the present day. 
They have in preparation “Meditations of the 
Heart,” a volume of prayers for private de¬ 
votion, compiled by Annie Josephine Levi, 
with an introduction by the Rev. Dr. Gus¬ 
tav Gottheil; also, a volume on “ The His¬ 
toric Towns of the Southern States,” edited 
by Lyman G. Powell, with an introduction 
by W. P. Trent. Some of the towns written 
about are Baltimore, Annapolis, Frederick, 
Washington, Richmond, Williamsburg, Wil¬ 
mington, Charleston, Savannah, and St. Au¬ 
gustine.
